DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -9 and 1 2-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding Claim 1 , Clark (US Patent No. 7,285,693 B2) in view of Chao et al. 
(US Patent No. 5,230,789) and O'Rear et al. (US 2002/0193649 A1) disclose the 
claimed process of claim 1 except for specific temperatures at which the fraction of 
products from the hydrocracking step being distilled. Applicants claimed that surprising 
improvements obtained with the catalytically active support of the present invention to 
produce a high yield to middle distillate and high boiling residue having a much higher 
viscosity than that obtained under the same process conditions with a catalyst of the 
known art. 

4. Claims 2-9 and 1 2-25 directly or indirectly depend on claim 1 .
